communicated by the tolling bells were 
heard throughout the city,, and within 
a few minutes, numerous inquiries were 
made'at the newspaper offices by tele 
phono.

UNCONSCIOUS THREE DAYS. 


The state of profound stupor which 


•was an indication of the approach of 
deatii embraced the senator for forty 
•bourn:

life ebbing slowly away. He had been 
unconscious for nearly three days and 
there was hardly a. flicker of the dying 
flame as the moment of the last beat ap- 
proached.

been steadily at his bedside from the 
day when his illness took e. serious turn, 
were the only ones who noticed the 
change from Ih'e to death, «s the senator 
had been lying motionless, his eyes clos- 
ed and his features in the composure of 
deep slumber for many hours preceding 
the end. 


Death was indirectly due to a heavy 


cold, followed by 'an attack of the grip, 
' the results of which became manifest in 


cxtrcnio weakness. The great age of the 
patient made recovery doubtful from the 
very uttrt and when nearly four Weeks 
ago he became bedridden his family as 
well as his physicians realized that the 
end wcs only a rjucstion of a few weeks. 


The patient had expressed the wish 


.early in. his illness thnt he might die 
peacefully and without a struggle. Such 
a death came to him.
